Wc experienced last night a rare treat in witnessing Mr. Macarary’s 
delineation of Firginius. To enumerate its peculiar beayties would 
be an endless task, tho’ the reco!'lections it would revive would render 
ta pleasing one: yet still we think, that tho’ the colouring of the pro- 
rinent and bold features of the picture is exquisitely fine, it needs the 
cater shading of the inferior parts to render it complete. Yet it pour- 
ays those master s.rolkes of art, which make the mind and imagina- 
on bend to transcendant execllence incapable ef exercising the dull 
ask of eritism. The petulance at Lucius’ tardy recital, the breaih- 
Joss anxiety when F7rginia’s name is uttered, the stupifying and un- 
connected ravings of the injured and fond Father, and the yel! of per- 
ception which marked his discovery of the fell plot, all were given in 
ihe happiest manner, and drew from the audience the most enthusiastic 
applause.
